The biggest event, a parade in 
Newark, N.J., had 60,000 march­ 
ers with about an equal number 
of spectators. 
Some 100.000 persons marched 
in several New York City bor­ 
oughs and on Long Island, with 
another estimated 100,000 look 
ing on. About 6.000 marched in 
Waterbury, Conn. 
The peaceful parading gave 
sharp contrast to the weekend 
of 
anti-Vietnam 
violence 
in 
Washington, with some of the 
estimated 
35,000 
protesters 
clashing with guards surround­ 
ing the Pentagon in scuffles that 
left about 50 injured. During the 
two days of protest about 600 
persons were arrested as thou­ 
sands of youths tried to crash 
through the lines of troops and 
storm the Defense Department 
complex. 
Early today, the government 
broke up the tag-end of the dem­ 
onstrations, arresting more than 
1?>0 die hards who ignored the 
Sunday midnight deadline. 
In West Berlin, police ended a 
weekend 
of 
anti-U.S. 
dem­ 
onstrations Sunday 
by hosing 
down about 1.000 student pro­ 
testers from six water-cannon 
trucks. 
In London, police fought a 
pitched battle with about 3,000 
anti-Vietnam 
war 
demonstra­ 
tors outside the U. S. Embassy, 
Scotland Yard arrested 47. 
New 
York Mayor John 
V. 
Lindsay, a Republican, speak­ 
ing at a Battery Park vigil, said 
that while Americans are be­ 
hind U.S. fighting men in Viet­ 
nam there are "deep divisions” 
on long-range political goals. 
Meanwhile Secretary of State 
Dean 
Rusk released a 
letter 
Sunday that he said was re­ 
ceived from a GI in Vietnam be­ 
fore the 
past 
weekend dem­ 
onstration. 
Rusk said the serviceman, not 
identified, told him that antiwar 
actions of U.S. students “ caused 
great controversy over here and 
therefore we are writing you 
this letter.” 
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Referendum on \\ ard 
The California Supreme Court orriorrd the city of 
San Francisco on September 18 
to i*it the question of 
withdrawing American troops 
from Vietnam on the 
ballot in November. This 
decision was based on the 
fact that the .San Francisco city charter contains a 
provision for a 
referendum on matters of policy . 
Immediately , two petitions were filed with New 
York City Clerk Herman Hat* requiring him to put 
the question of peace 
in Vietnam on 
the Nov ember 
Ivallot there. The petitioners maintained that if it is 
lt'Kal for San Francisco to vote 
on the issue, it should 
be for New Yorkers. 
New York State Supreme Court J ustice Francis T. 
Murphy J r. has now 
ruled differently . Pointing out 
that the New York City charter contains no prov ision 
for a declaration of policy , Murphy upheld Katz in 
ruling the question off the 
Uallot in New York. 
Furthermore, Murphy made a point wrhk*h seems 
to us should rule out 
a referendum on the war in any 
city in the nation. In his decision, Murphy said that 
both New York and San Francisco were “ without 
power to effectuate a withdrawal of troops in Viet­ 
nam,” and so there 
was nothing to l>e gained from 
such a referendum, ex cept jtossibly for the enemy in 
the chaos it might stir. 
At best, a referendum would be a public opinion 
poll at the taxi>ay crs’ expense. 


Economy Measure 


The long-drawTt out fight to compel a cut in federal 
spending reached a climax , when the House v oted 
238 to 164 to order all ex penditures held at the lev el 
of the fiscal y ear that ended June 30 last. 
Though it 
exempted Social Security , highway construction, old- 
age assistance, veterans pensions, 
|>ostal and internal 
revenue operations, military salaries, 
war-related ac­ 
tivities. Medicaie and pay ments on the national debt, 
the inductions in spending would 
come to $7 billion. 
then though it was recognized 
that the Senate 
may not join in the economy measure, the House’s 
action served notice both 
on the Senate and on the 
White House that it was in dead earnest. It had an­ 
other ace. The action was attached to 
a proposal for 
financing 
Gov ernment agenices whose regular appro­ 
priations hills hav e not cleared Congress. They will be 
technically penniless without 
such temporary financ­ 
ing. 
If the House stands firm, it is in a position 
to com­ 
pel acceptance of its economy measure. 
In that case, 
there Is doubt that the surtax would lie passed, for 
a slash of $7 billion in spending could make 
the surtax 
unnecessary . 


Drinking Data 


Borrowing the idea of the “instant 
replay ” 
featured in spoils television coverage, the Federal 
Highway Administration has develojxxi a camera 
that it hopes will furnish foolproof data on driving be­ 
havior that leads to a traffic accident. 
A test piogram is being conduced at 
a busy in­ 
tersection in Buffalo. The camera monitors traffic 
there continuously . The sound 
of a crash sets off a 
signal and preserves the picture 
from 20 seconds be­ 
fore the impact. It can tlien 
be replay ed slowly , to 
lvwal every motion of the 
car involved — or the 
pedestrians- in each accident. 
Up to now, a major weakness in accident investi­ 
gation has been the reliability of witnesses. It is well 
known also that different jxx>ple 
.see and reix>rt what 
they S4*o differently . This makes for disagreements. 
The instant replay camera should end this confusion. 
Ixy well H. Bridewell, administrator of the U.S. 
Bureau of Public Roads, descrilxxi the technique to a 
mt*eting of the American Automobile Association in 
Washington. He said it should be particularly useful 
in determining motorists’ driving faults and showing 
them how to improve their skills. 
When a broad enough installation Is made across 
the country , more and more drivers will be shown 
their faults. Hopefully , as they correct them, acci­ 
dents will be prevented. It is a promising tool in the 
never-ending fight to prevent traffic accidents. 
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The appointment of former May or Robert F. 
\\ agner of New York by Republican Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockfeller as chairman of the non-partisan Urban 
Action Committee puts Wagner in a ixxsition to strike 
at the root causes of 
racial unrest and rioting in the 
nations cities. By giving him new political ex posure 
it could advance 
Wagner’s ambition to run for the 
Senate against Jacob Javits. That would be a strange 
turn for a Republican governor to biing about.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29 For 
some undisclosed reason, of­ 
ficials of the Johnson admin­

concede that communists in­ 
side America are responsible 
to no small ex tent for some 
wildcat strikes, violence in 
street 
demonstrations, 
and 
riots. 
The news from Great B rit­ 
ain. however, is different. A 
Reuters press association dis­ 
patch from London on Wednes­ 
day say s: 
"The British government to 
day placed the blame for the 
current wave of strikes here 
on a communist plot to wreck 
the economy and ruin social 
democracy . 
“ ‘There is now little doubt.* 
declared Labor Minister Ray 
Gunter, ‘that the Communist 
Party is planning to make this 
a winter of disruption.’ ” 
The British labor m inister 
was quoted further as having 
declared that the communists 
have allied themselves with 
ex trem e left wing Trotsky ite 
movements in industry . He 
said that "their aim is to 
destroy our hopes of economic 
recovery ." 
Inside 
the 
United 
States 
some voices are being raised 
against communist activity , 
but thus far the Departm ent 
of Justice has not announced 
any steps to prosecute com 
m unists who are behind some 
of the riots and disturbances. 
Members of Congress, on 
the other hand, are becoming 
more vocal on the subject. 


Representatives 
Joe 
Pool. 
Democrat of Tex as, and Paul 
Rogers, Democrat of Florida, 
have called on the Justice 
Department to do some prose­ 
cuting. They declare that the 
plain intent of the dem onstra­ 
tors here on Saturday around 
the Pentagon is to obstruct the 
work of the m ilitary head­ 
quarters and that "this on its 
face is sedition." Represent­ 
ative Robert Taft Jr.. Repub­ 
lican of Ohio, has pointed out 
that communists all over the 
world will play up the m arch 
as evidence that the United 
States may have to quit the 
Vietnam war. 
Representative William M. 
Colmer, Democrat of Missis­ 
sippi. chairm an of the House 
Rules Committee, is urging 
action on a bill to punish 
dem onstrators who give aid to 
the enemy or block the move­ 
ments of troops or military 
supplies.

cleared for floor action by the 
Rules Committee in May , it 
has never been pressed for 
passage by the Democratic 
leadership. 
Senator George Murphy . Re­ 
publican of California, in a

Justice about the efforts to 
close the induction center at 
Oakland as part of a nation­ 
wide protest 
m o v e m e nt 
against the draft, and had 
asked whether the instigators 
were in violation of federal law 
and would be prosecuted.

ISTANBUL, Turkey — The 
night is clear and soft and 
there is a faint chill on the 
Bosporus. Babek is a restau­ 
rant which m eans "baby " and 
hangs on the final foot of Eu­ 
rope. A mile across the straits 
is Asia, and the automobile 
headlights wink and die on 
the hills. The two and a half 
million Turks of Istanbul oc­ 
cupy both continents. 
A line of small fishing boats 
sweep the dark w aters with 
bright lights. In the restau­ 
rant, 
Turkish 
families 
eat 
sw eet-m eats and shish kebab, 
and a fat accordionist play s 
the sad strains of the W ehr- 
macht love song. Lili Marlene. 
The applause is polite, but 
when he play s a swift folk 
song the diners swing in their 
chairs and nod approval. 
At 9 o’clock, the night run 
of the Russian tankers begins. 
They arc high and em pty and 
they run fast through the 
narrow straits, m ast lights 
dull y ellow, and the fifteen- 
knot wake rocking little boats 
at 
moorings. 
The 
Russians 
time their voy ages so that, 
eastbound, 
they 
clear 
the 
Dardanelles and the Sea of 
M arm ara at night. In this 
way . the 'Turks do not get 
photographs. 
They run straight into the 
Black Sea — only 45 minutes 
away — and on up to Batu 
for oil. The Soviet Black Sea 
battle force m akes the same 
run in reverse. They clear Is­ 
tanbul after sundown, and get 
out into the Aegean Sea be­ 
fore dawn. No pictures. When 
the American Six th Fleet a r­ 
rived. 
it dropped hooks at 
dawn and sent the white-uni- 
formed sailors ashore at noon. 
Once this was a city of in­ 
trigue. Von Papon worked for 
H itler and he play ed Istanbul 
as though it wore a violin. 
His agents watched every ­ 
body , and every body watched 


his agents. The Simplon Ex ­ 
press used to run all the way 
from Paris to Istanbul, and 
men in movie-ty pe treneh- 
coats checked the passenger 
list. 
Before 
that, 
the 
sultans 
had the city for 500 y ears 
and called it Constantinople, 
hut no schoolboy could spell 
it so it was changed to Is­ 
tanbul. 'The city still stands 
on seven hills and has seven 
gates, but the harem s are 
museum curiosities, and the 
women w ear no veils. The fez 
is gone too hut can be bought 
in a souvenir shop for a dol­ 
lar. The nation moved its 
capital to Ankara, but only 
I s t a nb u l can b oa s t 
440 
mosques with 2,000 minarets. 
The calls to pray er occur 
at odd hours during the day , 
but now they come through 
tin loudspeakers. The faith­ 
ful never face East; they face 
Mecca. Turkey is w estern-ori­ 
ented, and dress is much like 
the United States. The men 
go to the mosques; women 
stay home and pray . 
The 
distinguishing 
items 
about 
Istanbul 
are 
traffic 
jam s, lack of schools, illicit 
opium traffic, and the Grand 
Bazaar. 
The traffic jams are due to 
narrow, old-fashioned roads 
and when bumpers click, both 
drivers get out of their cars 
and make a scene in which 
the public joins. All hands 
are perm itted to join in the 
argum ent, and one driver left, 
had lunch, and returned in 
time to find that the consen-

of Pope Paul, who reminded 
lay Catholics just last week­ 
end that they m ust obey the 
church hierarchy . 
The improving relations be­

Speaker

McCormack, 
D-Mass,, Sen. Tom Dodd. D- 
Conn., Rep. John Rooney , D- 
N. Y„ and Rep. Mike Feighan, 
D-Ohio. ail devout Catholics. 
They were so shocked over 
the late Pope’s tolerance of 
communism that they began 
holding private huddles w ith 
troubled clerics and lay men 
who also feared Pope John 
was softening up the church 
toward 
communism. 
O ther 
notables joined in some of 
the discuss a vis. including the 
late 
columnist 
Constantine 
Brown and Baron von Guten­ 
berg, a descendant of the in­ 
ventor of the printing press. 
At these backroom sessions, 
the m ilitants gem*rally took 
a conspiratorial view. They 
agreed darkly that commu­ 
nists 
had 
infiltrated 
the 
Curia. Some claimed to have 
*‘ir» ide 
inform ation’’ 
that 
Pope John w-as being m anip­ 
ulated by his personal secre­ 
tary .

od of opening its doors to all 
countries now ex cluded from 
its roster. 
“I gravely fear that, in the 
contex t of the present world 
situation, this statem ent will 
he core? trued by certain peo­ 
ple as a plea for the admis­ 
sion of Red China to the 
U ni t e d N ations . . . Red 
C hina’s admission would rob 
the United 
N ations of all 
m oral significance, and would 
paraly ze w hatever capacity 
for peaceful action the United 
N ations still retains. It would 
ex acerbate rath er than re­ 
duce the conflict between the 
free world and the commu­ 
nist world.” 
It should be interesting to 
w atch how far McCormack, 
Dodd and Co. will go in their 
campaign against the V ati­ 
can. 
Tem pest Over Pot 
Food and Drug Commission­ 
er Jam es Goddard, who is 
supposed to w arn the public 
against dangerous drugs, as­ 
tonishingly has been going 
anx ind the country defending 
m arijuana. 
In 
Boston, 
he said th a t 
sm^rfting m arijuana, 
in 
his 
opinion, was no more dan­ 
gerous than drinking liquor. 
In Minneapolis, he added 
that he would no more object 
to his college daughter smok­ 
ing "pot,” as the hippies call 
the drug, than he would to 
her drinking a cocktail. 
If this is Goddard's idea of 
w hat is safe for the public, 
his qualifications to approve 
drugs for public distribution 
would seem to be in serious 
d oubt 
The N arcotics 
B ur e a u, 
which has. had more ex peri­ 
ence w ith m arijuana than has

Goddard, 
has 
found th at it often provokes 
users to violence and weakens 
their resistance to stronger 
drugs.

Narcotics agents also point 
out, parenthetically , that if 
Goddard’s daughter is allowed 
to smoke “pot,” she is sub­ 
ject to arrest for violating 
federal law.

R euter’s W orld Commodity 
Index of 17 basic item s re­ 
cently hit another new’ five- 
y ear low a t 412.7. Behind the 
scenes 
a 
relentless decline 
has continued in spite of the 
Vietnam war. production dis­ 
ruptions in Asia, the Middle 
East, Africa and Latin Am er­ 
ica, the closing of the Suez 
Canal and the accelerated in­ 
flationary pressures, includ­ 
ing the waves of currency 
devaluations. 
Since W orld W ar II there 
have been about 180 currency 
devaluations — 12 
in 
Brazil 
alone — and m any of them 
w ithin the past five y ears. 
A rgentina’s last devaluation 
(about 
28 percent, 
to 350 
pesos per U. S. dollar) wa6 
A rgentina’s ninth devaluation 
since 19 64. Even frugal Fin­ 
land devalued her currency 
another 31 percent the other 
day . Yet global commodity

Oil companies are divorcing 
their sources away from the 
Arab world as fast as they 
can. 
Like numerous other pro­ 
ducers of raw m aterials such 
as copper, baux ite, etc., they 
are ex panding in alternate 
areas to guarantee their out­ 
put when unreliable countries 
where they now operate are 
in revolutions, confiscate their 
properties or

threaten their ability to de­ 
liver, or even to survive. And 
this 
unspoken 
factor

Senator Robert F. Kennedy came to Kingston Saturday 
night and claimed that he was for a n e g o t i a t e d settlement 
in Vietnam and that he favored the proposed New York

“ Most Am ericans realize we can’t get out of Vietnam 
tomorrow but they do want some indication of a beginning 
o f the end to our presence in V ietnam ,” U . S. Senator 
Jacob K. Javits said at the dedication of Leister County 
Comm unity C ollege in Stone Ridge, Saturday. 


Interviewed by The Freeman after his speech Javits 
revealed that approval from the Departm ent of H ousing 
and Urban D evelopm ent will be com ing “within two or 
three weeks” on the £365,OOO proposed Rondout N eighbor­ 
hood Recreation Center in Broadway East. Javits also said 
approval would be com ing on a $5,000 painting contract 
by the Kingston Urban Renewal A gency for rehabilitation

Elaborating on his speech published in The Freeman 
Saturday, the Republican senator from New York gave 
his definitions o f “H awks” and “D oves.” “A Dove" Javits 
said, “is som eone who wants to pick up and leave V ietnam , 
which we can’t do.

Referendum on W ard 
Tho California Supreme Court ordered the city of 
San Francisco on SoiHembcr 18 to jut the question of 
withdrawing American troops from Vietnam on the 
ballot in November. This decision was based on the 
fact that the San Francisco city charter contains a 
provision for a referendum on matters of policy. 
Immediately, two petitions were filed with New 
York City Clerk Herman Kau requiring him to put 
tile question of peace in Vietnam on the November 
ballot thorp. The petitioners maintained that if it is 
legal for San Francisco to vote on the issue, it should 
be for New York its. 
New York State Supreme Court Justice Francis T. 
Murphy Jr. has now ruled differently. Pointing out 
that the New York City charter contains no provision 
for a declaration of policy, Murphy upheld Katz in 
ruling the question off the ballot in New York. 
Furthermore, Murphy made a point which seems 
to us should nile out a referendum on the war in any 
city in the nation. In his decision, Murphy said that 
both New York and San Francisco were “without 
power to effectuate a withdrawal of troof* in Viet­ 
nam,” and so their was nothing to be gained from 
such a referendum, except possibly for the enemy in 
the durns it might stir. 
At best, a referendum would be a public opinion 
poll at the taxjiaycrs’ expense.

“ ‘There Is nowi little doubt.* 
declared Labor Minister Ray 
Gunter, ‘that the Communist 
Party is planning to make this 
a winter of disruption.' ” 
The British labor minister 
was quoted further as having 
declared that the communists 
have allied themselves with 
extreme left wing Trotskyite 
movements in industry. He 
said that ‘ their aim is to 
destroy our hopes of economic 
recovery.” 
Inside the United States 
some voices are being raised 
against communist activity. 
but thus far the Department 
of Justice has not announced 
any steps to prosecute com­ 
munists who are behind some 
of the riots and disturbances. 
Members of Congress, on 
the other hand, are becoming 
more vocal on the subject.

Democrat of Texas, and Paul 
Rogers.

Tempest Over Pot 
Food and Drug Commission­ 
er James Goddard, who is 
supposed to warn the public 
Against dangerous drugs, as­ 
tonishingly has been going 
around the country defending 
marijuana. 
In Boston, he said that 
sr I* et; ne marijuana, in his 
opinion, was no more dan­ 
gerous than drinking liquor. 
In Minneapolis, he added 
that he would no more object 
to his college daughter smok­ 
ing ’ pot.” as the hippies call 
the drug, than he would to 
her drinking a cocktail. 
If this Is Goddard’s idea of 
what is safe for the public, 
his qualifications to approve 
drugs for public distribution 
would seem to be in serious 
doubt 
The Narcotics Bu r e a u , 
which has had more experi­ 
ence with marijuana than has 
th e lenient 
Goddard, has 
found that it often provokes 
users to violence and weakens 
their resistance to stronger 
drugs. Most heroin addicts 
were started on marijuana. 
Narcotics agents al>o point 
out, parenthetically, that if 
Goddard's daughter is allowed 
to smoke "pot,” she is sub­ 
ject to arrest for violating 
federal law. 


Secretary of Defense Mc­ 
Namara h a s ordered the 
armed forces to accept more 
misfits and dropouts for mili­ 
tary service, 
so President

ISTANBUL, Turkey — The 
night is clear and soft and 
there is a faint chill on the 
Bosporus. Bflbek is a restau­ 
rant which means "baby" and 
hangs on the final foot of Eu­ 
rope A mile across the straits 
is Asia, and the automobile 
headlights wink and die on 
the hills. The two and a half 
million Turks of Istanbul oc­ 
cupy both continents. 
A line of small fishing boats 
sweep the dark waters with 
bright lights. In the restau­ 
rant. Turkish 
families eat 
sweet-meats and shish kebab, 
and a fat accordionist plays 
the sad strains of the Wehr- 
maeht love song. Lib Marlene. 
The applause is polite, but 
when he plays a swift folk 
song the diners swing in their 
chairs and nod approval. 
At 9 o clock, the night run 
of the Russian tankers begins. 
They are high and empty and 
they run fast through the 
narrow straits, mast lights 
dull \ellow. and the fifteen- 
knot wake rocking little boats 
at moorings. The Russians 
tune their voyages so that, 
eastbound, 
they 
clear 
the 
Dardanelles and the Sea of 
Marmara at night. In this 
way. the Turks do not get 
photographs. 
They run straight into the 
Black Sea — only 45 minutes 
away — and on up to Batu 
for oil. The Soviet Black Sea 
battle force makes the same 
run in reverse. They clear Is­ 
tanbul after sundow n. and get 
out into tho Aegean Sea be­ 
fore dawn. No pictures. When 
tho American Sixth Fleet ar­ 
rived. it dropped hooks at 
dawn and sent the white-uni­ 
formed sailors ashore at noon. 
Once this was a city of in­ 
trigue. Von Pa pen worked for 
Hitler and he played Istanbul 
as though it were a violin. 
His agents watched every­ 
body, and everybody watched 


his agents. The Simplon Ex­ 
press used to run all the way 
from Paris to Istanbul, and 
men in movie-type trench* 
coats checked the passenger 
list. 
Before that, the sultans 
had the city for 500 years 
and called it Constantinople, 
but no schoolboy could spell 
it so it was changed to Is­ 
tanbul. The city still stands 
on seven hills and has seven 
gates, but the harems are 
museum curiosities, and the 
women wear no veils. The fez 
is gone too but can be bought 
in a souvenir shop for a dol­ 
lar. The nation moved its 
capital to Ankara, but only 
I s t a n b u l can b o a s t 440 
mosques w ith 2.000 minarets. 
The calls to prayer occur 
at odd hours during the day, 
but now they come through 
tin loudspeakers. The faith­ 
ful never face East; they face 
Mecca. Turkey is western-ori­ 
ented, and dress is much like 
the United States. The men 
go to the mosques; women 
stay home and pray. 
The 
distinguishing 
items 
about 
Istanbul 
are 
traffic 
jams. lack of schools, illicit 
opium traffic, and the Grand 
Bazaar. 
The traffic jams are due to 
narrow, old-fashioned roads 
and when bumpers click, both 
drivers get out of their care 
and make a scene in which 
the public joins 
All hands 
are permitted to join in the

sus was that he had jammed 
on his brakes too fast.

as the Karachi telephone book 
but it is vital to us, and its 
centrifugal force is certain to 
be felt in the social, political 
and economic structures of 
the free world countries and 
our enemies aa weU. 
Reuter's World Commodity 
Index of 17 basic items re­ 
cently hit another new five- 
year low at 412.7. Behind the 
scenes a relentless decline 
has continued in spite of the 
Vietnam war. production dis­ 
ruptions in Asia, the Middle 
East, Africa and Latin Amer­ 
ica, the closing of the Suez 
Canal and the accelerated in­ 
flationary pressures, includ­ 
ing the waves of currency 
devaluations. 
Since World War II there 
have been about 180 currency 
devaluations — 12 in Braz.l 
alone — and many of them 
within the past five years. 
Argentina's last devaluation 
(about 28 percent, to 350 
pesos per U. S. dollar) wa* 
Argentina’s ninth devaluation 
since 1964. Even frugal Fin­ 
land devalued her currency 
another 31 percent the other 
day. Yet global commodity 
prices have reversed the nor­ 
mal 
reaction 
entirely, 
so 
powerful have been the fac­ 
tors at work. And thereby 
hangs the immensely impor­ 
tant tale. 
The demand for basic ma­ 
terials — minerals, metals, 
fibers, fuels, chemicals, etc.

Many es­ 
tablished producers, in turn, 
have expanded for still an­ 
other reason than is unan­ 
nounced. 
For example, even in the 
face of a world-wide cru Ie 
oil glut, even in the face of 
nearly incredible oil explora­ 
tion costs that have increased 
600 percent since World War 
II, such superbly manag d 
companies as Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey con­ 
tinue searching for cal in 
Alaska, the Gulf of Mexico 
and other operationally high- 
cost areas. This has little to 
do with supply and demand. 
Oil companies are divorcing 
their sources aw’ay from the 
Arab world as fast as they 
can.

North Vietnam in New Test

The bombing of North Viet­ 
nam is considered by Presi­ 


dent Johnson and Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk to be an im ­ 
portant 
means of 
imposing 
that heavy cost yet also is a 
pressure which 
can be with­ 
drawn when timing is right 
to probe President 
Ho Chi 
Minh’s attitude toward peace. 
U.S. leaders believe if Ho 
Chi Minh does not negotiate 
short of defeat, he will see 
his forces in the South and 
his resources 
in the 
North 
slowly ground down to a state 
of military impotence. They 
assume he will want to stop 
the war before that point is 
reached and retire to rebuild 
his strength and perhaps to 
fight again another time. 
The gam e *is trying to read 
the minds and assess the in­ 
tentions of the government in 
Hanoi. 
Opinion here on peacemaking 
has

mass production of eggs from 
the business set up by the 
coop was flooding the local 
market, 
reducing 
wholesale 
prices to less than it cost oth­ 
er farmers to produce eggs. 
Stirred Interest 
He stirred considerable ef­ 
forts among other members of 
the coop to force cancellation 
of the egg-production contract. 
After the Dover (Ohio) Daily 
Reporter publicized Ladrach’s 
efforts, the local coop store 
canceled its advertising in the 
newspaper, Resnick said. 
The Farm Bureau entered the 
egg producing contract in the 
early 1960’s with Earl C. Miller, 
a farmer. 
Miller signed a contract in 
which he was to receive eight 
cents a chicken, each month. He 
built a completely automated 
chicken house with a capacity 
for 12,000 birds, at a cost of 
about $40,000. 


Ladrach contended the contract 
should have been based on egg 
production —• say at five cents 
a dozen — rather than on an 
eight cent rate for chickens. 
when his objections to direc 
tors failed to bring results, he 
obtained the names and addres­ 
ses of persons holding Class A 
voting stock and presented his ( 
views in a letter to them. 
Ladrach asked that directors 
be elected to oppose the "chick­ 
en contract.” citing the fact the 
coop had lost much money in its 
first year with the contract. 
About 30 members a g r e e d 
with Ladrach and they managed 
To elect two directors to the sev­ 
en member 
board. 
However, 
they could not prevail on the 
others to term inate the contract 
and it remained in effect. 
The members were told by a 
lawyer from the Ohio Farm 
Bureau Cooperative Association 
in Columbus that only a coop 
board had the right to enter or 
cancel a contract. The members 
could act only in an advisory 


capacity, the legal counsel said. 
A year later Ladrach again 
was unsuccessful in an attempt 
to win support from the direc­ 
tors. 
John Ridenour, now president 
of the coop board, who was a 
director when the "chicken con 
tract" was signed, said recent­ 
ly, "It’s true we lost quite a 
bit of money the first year and 
maybe made a little after that. 
I don't know how we’ve made 
out this year so far. If we re 
ne wed the contract, w ed have 
to re-negotiate for a better price 
based on today's figures. But I 
don't know yet if we ll renew it 
or not. We’ll have to complete 
ly analyze it over the last five 
years first." 
Ridenour said the board had 
' made some mistakes." 
I 
He explained, "There was a 
lot of interest in contracts like 
this among our members nine 
or IO years ago. They wanted us 


to get into it like private fred 
companies were doing, so we de­ 
rided to set this one up as an 
experiment,* no more than that. 
"Now the interest seems to 
have died down and I’m not sure 
w ed 
even 
consider 
another 
such contract." 
Quit Farming 
Ladrach, 
who at the time 
helped his father operate a large 
farm, has since quit farming 
and works in a steel mill. He 
said, "Dad retired from farm ­ 
ing and after three years of 
trying to get my neighbors to 
see what was happening to them 
and getting nowhere, I decided 
to get out of farming and work­ 
ing 16 hours a day. seven days 
a week. 
"Let them fight their own bat­ 
tles. I had my first paid vaca­ 
tion of my whole life this year, 
with two weeks of nothing to do 
and a paycheck coming in, and 
I really enjoyed it."

Each unit 
contains two teachers and two aides - 
their mission is reaching the forgotten. 
B etter Citizen* the Goal 
Under the auspices of Southern Uls­ 
te r’s M igratory Assistance Corporation, 
the program got its start in June of 
1966. Funding is dispersed through the 
S tate’s Board of Co-operative Education­ 
al Services. Creating better citizens is 
the desired result. 
Headed by Harold F. Taylor, a for­ 
m er Ellenville teacher, the wide-ranged 
plan is the first successful attem pt of 
this type in U lster’s history. Hopefully, 
the need for such units will someday be 
unnecessary, says Taylor. 
According to Will Boone, the unit’s 
educational 
coordinator, 
the program 
was instituted when it became obvious 
people in need of educational services 
would not travel to permanent sites. 
Boone said, "At first the entire Con­ 
cept seemed hopeless. Price estim ates 
ran more than $7,000 per unit. Also we 
had to think of educational expenses and 
overhead.”
